Recurring to the discussion, in response 
to the invitation of Tuk Consrirvtion, 
the News endeavors to strengthen its un- 
tenable position by repeating the argu- 
ments which, Tare Constrirvurion under- 
took to show, had no solid ground to rest 
upon. The following extract includes 
the main points of the article in the 
News: 

It seems profitiess to continue this discussion. 
Neither THE CONSTITUTION hor any other paper 
can successfully contradict the justice of our 
position regarding the sensitivepess of capita), 
and the tendency of the commission law to drive 
itaway from investing in railway enterprises in 
Georgia. The practical truth of that position is 
undeniable; but while this is so,-the argument 
that the recent advance in stocks is due to the 
benefictal influence of the commission, is wholiy 
untenable, when the circumstances under which 
that advauce bas occurred are Gonsidered. As we 
stated iu the article uuder discussion, the rise is 
to be attributed mainiy to two causes: First. to 
ali sorts of rumors about proposed combinations. 
guarantees, etc., Which will redound to the bene- 
ftiof the roads; and second, to the fact that if 
any Combination has made our railway stocks 
more Valuable than they were before, it is because 
that combination is largely outide the state, and, 
therefore, to great degree, wholly be yond the 
pale of the authority of the commission. In 
vther words, so long &s our reads were wholly 
under the commission goontrol,their stocks were 
comparatively iow, but as soon as they became, 
in great degree, independe ntof the commission. 
thea their stocks enhanced rapidly iu value 
[MK CONSTITUTION’S argument in Heed of the 
commission is, therefore, one of the very 
strongest to prove thatthe tendencies of the law 
are Lurtiui to Our Vast railway interests, so vi- 
tally Ucoessary to the future of the siate. 


It will be observed thatthe News 
bases its arguments and its “pesition’’ 
on what itis pleased to term the “sensi- 
“tiveness of capital,’ and declares that 
neither Tuk Consrirerion nor any other 
paper can successfully contradict “the 
“tendency of the commission law to 
“drive it away from investing in railway 
“enterprises in Georgia.”” It is a little 
singular that the News fails to perceive 
that the alleged sensitiveness of capita!

There was 
never & wild-cat enterprise originated 
that did not depend for success upon the 
recklessness of capital, and this same 
recklessness has for years kept the vast 
speculations now going on fn this eoun- 
try (and in all countries where there is 
surplus capital) at fever heat. Tux Con-

He 
was a great lord chancellor, but if he 
makes a great leader his warmest admir- 
ers will be agreeably surprised. None of 
the men named can for tlle present make 
any headway against the popularity and 
Strength of Gladstone; and perhaps 
before the liberals fall into disfavor the 
new tory ehief will become accustomed 
to his position, and the nominal leader 
become arealleader. That is all there is 
in the situation at present for the con- 
servatives.
